THE TELL-TALE LABELS. 
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£100 CUSTOMS FINE AT 
DUNDALE. : 

Ignorance of the Customs regulations was 
pleaded by Mrs. Teresa Murray, of Alta- 
mont, Dundrum, Co. Dublin, who was 
charged at Dundalk yesterday with smuggling 
into the Free State certain articles of ladies’ 
and children’s wearing apparel. 

Holding the case proved, District Justice 
Goff said that he could hardly believe that 
there was anybody in the country unaware of 
these regaiations, which had been the subject 
of much comment, and even condemnation. 
He imposed a fine of £100, but said that he 
would recommend the Revenue Commissioners 
to make an abatement. 

Evidence was given by a Customs officer 
that while checking the train from Belfast to 
Dundalk he searched the defendant's luggage 
and asked her if she had anything to de- 
clare. She replied that she had not. Then 
he saw a bag on:the rack which had not been 
marked, and in this he found several of the 
articles complained of.

IMPRESSIVE FUNERAL 
SERVICE IN BELFAST. 
After a Service in the Donegall Square 
Methodist Church, Belfast, yesterday fore- 


noon, the remains of the Rev. 
President of the Methodist Church in Ireland, 


were interred in the City Cemetery. Mr. Ker 


died on Wednesday in Cork atter a brief 
illness. 

At the Service there was a large congrega- 
tion, representative not only, of Methodists 
in all paris of the country, but of other de- 
nominations. The Moderator of the General 
Assembly (the Right Rev. R. K. Hanna, 
M.A.), accompanied the officiating clergymen 
in the pulpit.

Mowbray Ker, he said, was a great gift of 
God to Irish Methodism.

NEIGHBOUR SURRENDERS TO 
_ DONEGAL POLICE, 


A farmer named Patrick Doherty was shot 
dead at Prentabuoy, County Donegal, early 
yesterday morning, and at an inguest last 


| right the jury retarned a verdict te the effect 


that he died from gunshot wounds inflicted 
by James Devine, a neighbouring farmer. 
was aged thirty-four, and un- 


married. 


Devine was brought up at_a Special Court 
subsequently, and remanded on the capital 
charge. 

Evidence was given at the inquest that 
Doherty and Devine, who previously had 
some drink in a public-house, had some un- 
friendly words in the house of a neighbour 
named William Gallagher, who, seeing that 
there was a likelihood of a quarrel, took 
Devine out to his own home. The deceased 
man came to the house half-an-hour later, 
and Devine told him to go away. An alter- 
cation followed, and then Devine took down 
@ gun. Gallagher and Doherty thereupon 
left the house, going in opposite directions. . 

Gallagher, when twenty yards away, heard 
the report of a shot, but did not. go back 
to see what had happened. He went to bed 
at about one o'clock ithe morning, and a 
few hours Jater Devine ‘knocked at his door 
and told him that he had shot Doherty. 
Gallagher went back to bed. 

Guard Norton said that about seven 
o'clock that morning Devine came to the 
barracks and said there was work for Civic 
Guards to do at Prentabuoy, where there 
was a man dead. He added that the man 
was Patrick Doherty, and that he had shot 


him,. having accidentally pulled the trigger 
of his gun.

Irish language, like Aaron’s rod, has 
swallowed all competitors.

At 
the last leaving certificate examination for 
the Free State only four boys out of 441 
were examined in German; and only 82 
took French, while 396 took Irish. In 
1916, at the Intermediate examinations 
for the whole of Ireland, 4,599 boys took 
French and 224 took German. So educa- 
tion, as the tradition and practice of the 
centuries have shaped it, is being strangled 
in the Free State schools; and the grip 
will be tightened two years hence, when 
Irish must become an ordinary subject in 
all schools whose pupils wish to obtain 
the intermediate certificate or to compete 
for scholarships. The second effect of 
this compulsion has a direct and most 
graye menace for the welfare bf the Church 
of Ireland. Despite the appeals of the 
Church authorities, the number. of com- 
petent candidates for the office of primary 
teacher, who are willing to accept the 
tyranny of Irish, has become negligible. 
Yet good teachers are the prop of the 
schools, and of the schools: it is small 
exaggeration to say that ' they are 
articulum stantis aut cadentis ecclesie, 
Here is a case in which, as we have 
said, the inevitable consequences of 
present blunders are visible to the naked 
eye of an educated community. _ Irishmen 
who can appreciate these consequences will 
not absolve themselves by mere protest 
from a measure of the blame. If parents 
do not fight now for the repeal of com- 
pulsory Irish,. they may live to be re- 
proached by their children’s crippled 
careers... If the present custodians of 
the Church of Ireland's welfare are care- 
less of their trusteeship now, another 
generation of Churchmen may call them 
to account.

To-day we publish an authoritative 


| summary of the report of the Greater, 
k | Dublin Commission, which shortly will be 


published. It will be seen that the 
recommendations laid before the Free 
‘State Government are far-reaching and go 
that all the residential districts of County 
‘Dublin shall be brought under the control 
of a single authority, that administration 
shall be in the hands of; city managers, 
‘and that a ‘‘town-planning” board 
shall be esthblished. Many of the Com- 
mission’s recommendations are beyond 
cavil. The proposal that the city shall 
be ‘‘zoned’’—that factories, hospitals, 
résidential structures, and administrative 
buildings shal: be ‘segregated in different 
areas—is one which every thoughtful mind, 
anxious for the city’s health and beauty, 
and familiar with the practice in pro- 
gressive lands, will approve most heartily. 
We perceive, however, a serious defect in 
the scheme of reform propounded—a defect 
for which the Government, rather than 
the Commission, is responsible. The Com- 
mission proposes that the Greater Dublin, 
enclosed by the new boundaries, shall com- 
prise the areas already ‘‘ urbanised ” and 
‘becoming urbanised’; and the grand 
area thus determined is defined: as the 
residential, as distinct from the agricul- 
tural, part of Dublin County. We do not 
believe that a firm line could be drawn 


| with safety to-day as representing the 


boundary of residential Dublin. At any 
time a new building enterprise, supported 
by a motor omnibus service, may call 
a new village into being anywhere within 
the county’s circumference. The Com- 
mission’s stress upon a railway line as the 
backbone of residential areas manifests a 
curious neglect of the redistribution likely 
to be cauged by the motor omnibus. Even 
if it were possible to fix a given area as 
residential Dublin, it would be undesirable 


cultural from the residential areas is pre- 
cisely that which wise ‘‘ town-planning ”’ 
would seek to prevent. If the Government 
had secured the advice of an expert 


‘made of Dublin’s splendid natural possi- 
bilities, the Commissiongwould not. he put 
in .the awkward position of needing to

should be fixed before a ‘‘ town-planning ”’ 
board was established.. An expert, familiar 
with the growth of modern cities, might 
have declared that the very areas described 
by the Commission as “ becoming urban- 
ised ’’ ought to be protected from ‘‘ urban- 
isation.’’ and preserved as a yural zone 
between the old residential areas and the 
suburbs of the future. The Commission, 
moreover, would have been spared the need 
to excogitate piecemeal ‘‘ town-planning '' 
proposals, such as the segregation of types 
of building. While, therefore, we applaud 
the obvious zeal of the Commission for a 
fairer and worthier capital city, and 
rejoice that its authority will expedite 
many sorely needed reforms, we urge the 
Government to withhold approval of its 
recommendations in detail until the 
counsel of ‘‘ town-planning’’ and trans- 
port experts has been taken concerning 
the area proper to be regarded as the base 
of a Greater Dublin and the right distribu- 
tion of houses and of fields. 


” Railways in Switzerland. 


. It is possible now to cross Switzerland 
from north to south in electrically-driven 
trains. Next year it will be possible to 
travel in electric trains from east to west, 
from Geneva to the Austrian frontier. 
The Geneva Correspondent of The Times 
describes the progress of electrification of 
the Swiss railways. The process is esti- 
mated to cost. over £30,000,000, and will 
be half completed by the end of 1928. 
Already a sum of over £20,000,000 has 
beer spent, of which the greater part was 
raised by loans issued by the Railway 
Board on the Swiss market. A yearly sum 
of £800,000 is expended in payment of 
interest on the Joans. In 1925 the rail- 
ways showed a saving of 280,000 tons of 
coal, costing £620,000. A sum of £200,000 
was saved on cost of upkeep, and labour 
costs were reduced. When all savings are 
taken into account, it is estimated that in 


| asingle year, with the scheme at a wholly 


immature stage of development, electrifica- 
tion effected a saving of over £900,000. 
Electrification is doing away with the 
imeonvenience of smoke and soot in 
mountain tunnels, and is_ increasing 
haulage power and speed. ‘Switzerland, of 
course, has the benefit of the example of 
America, where the electric train has been 
brought to a high stage of perfection. In 
mountainous districts the electric locomo- 
tive climbs the steepest grades with ease. 
Unlike the steam engine, it works at its 
best in cold weather, and consumes no fuel 
when stationary. When going down hills, 
the electric locomotive turns its motor into 
a dynamo and rates current which 
assists ascending trains. Beside being 
highly economical, it spares the scenerv 
through which it travels the blight of soot 
d ugly volumes of dark vapour. There

If she comes in late or leaves early 
it is up to the cashier to dock her wages, 
which aré at present, thirty cents an hour.” 

The young heiress recently retufned from 
Paris, where she studied at the Sorbonne, 
‘and decided to go into her father’s business, 
which is worth 40 to 50 million dollars, as he 
has no sons to succeed him.—(Reuter.)

tions by the Trades Union Congress leaders, 
modified their-policy and agreed to .coasider 
a resumption of work témporarily,’ on the 
basis of district settlements co-ordinated 
nationally, while some form of permanent 
national agreement is hammered. out. 

Qn this ‘basis the ‘T'rades Union Congress 
negotiators are endeavouring to induce the 
Government to have negotiations opened for 
a settlement, and they are hopeful of success. 
The miners’ Jeaders,: however, still are bound 
bythe decision of the previous conference to 
j adkere to tho. status. quo demand, and 
another delegate conference will be necessary 
for the ratification of any provisional plan or 
setilement and to approve . the . Executive’s 
action in regard to a..change of policy. 

The position was.very much more hopeful 
last night. it was stated that the ‘Trades 
Union Congress mediators had obtained con- 
cessions both from the Government and tha 
miners, and that a good deal had been done 
towards bringing vhe parties together.
